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REPORTING FISHING BOATS POSITIONS--As of 1 January 1982 Swedish and Soviet fishing 
vessels must report their operations to Firnish authorities while in the Finnish 
fishing zone. This amendment to the regulations wis adopted on 30 December 1981. 
The fishing report must contain the time, date, and place of arrival, the pro- 
posed fishing area, and a statement of the amount of catch obtained elsewhere. On 
departure from the Finnish fishing zone the vessel must report the time, data, and 
place of departure and the amount of the catch. In practice Finland and Sweden 
have observed this reporting procedure since 1 April 1981. This type of reporting 
is c:nsidered essential not only for reasens of supervision, but also to provide 
concinuing information on the fishing resources. These reports are now compulsory 
for both the Swedes and the Soviets. During 1982 Swedish fishing vessele are 
permitted to take Baltic herring and codfish from Finnish waters without limit. 
The taking of sprats is prohibited, with the exception of those caught unintention- 
ally in the taking of Baltic herring. The Swedes are permitted a maximum of 10 
tons of salmon. The Soviet take of Baltic herring is set at 3,600 tons. The 
unintentional catch of sprat may amount to a maximum of 900 tons. [Text]

REEXPLORING SEABED OIL RESOURCES--Seoul, Jan 27 (YONHAP)-——Korea will make an 
overall reexploration of seabed oil resources in its offshore areas, separately 
from the Korean-Japanese joint oil development projects ia the seventh and fifth 
mining zones, along the continents shelf lying between tthe two countries. The 
Energy-Resources Ministry has decided to review the data contained in seismic 
surveys of the first, second, fourth, sixth and part of the fifth mining zones, 
all independent development areas of the country, in the hopes of finding a 
promising prospecting site. The ministry and the quasi-government Energy- 
Resources Research Institute, in a technical tie-up with the United States 
Geological Survey, have already embarked on the reexamination of data about 

the past prospecting projects in the sixth mining zone. According to officials, 
they expect to find a promising site within this year. The 27,400-square- 
kilometer sixth zone, stretching from northeast of Korea's Cheju Island, to the 
area off the southeastern coast, where the Shell Oil Co. of the United States dug 
three holes in quest of oil from 1972 through 1975, is said to have the highest 
oil potential among the independent mining zones. Meanwhile, Korea and Japan 
have reached a provisional agreement to undertake prospecting projects in the 
joint development seventh mining zone, some time in the second half of this year.

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EEZ CONTROL UNIT SEIZES ILLEGAL FISHING VESSELS 
Panamanian Vessel

[Text] A Panamanian-registered long-line fishing vessel has been arrested by the 
Exclusive Economic Zone Control Unit for illegally fishing inside Seychelles’ 
territorial waters. The vessel was escorted into harbour on Thursday evening. 


Though the ship, the “Haeng Bok No. 511," believed to be South Korean-owned, was 
licensed to fish within the 200-mile EEZ limits, no foreign vessels are allowed 
to fish within the 12-mile territorial waters. 


The “Haeng Bok" docked alongside Mahe Quay on Thursday evening under armed escort 
afte: being arrested on Wednesday by the fast patrol boat, “Junon,” seven miles 
east of the African Banks, the northernmost islands of the Amirantes Group 145 
miles west of Mahe. 


The first sighting was made at 11.45 a.m. during a routine patrol by the Maritine 
Defender surveillance aircraft piloted by Captain David Savy. Co-pilot Steven 
Quilindo told Seychelles Agence Presse that although EEZ Control Unit headquarters 
confirmed the ship's licence to fish in the EEZ, it was noticed that the “Haeng 
Bok" was steaming slowly with its lines in the water well within the prohibited 
territorial limits. This was photographed by the Defender to be used as evidence. 


The “Junon,” commanded by Wille Jeanne, then off Remire Island to the south, was 
ordered to the scene. Taking over the story, Jeanne said he boarded the fishing 
vessel to inform its master of the law he was breaking. The ship was ordered to 
pull its lines in and with two of “Junon's” crew left aboard, was escorted back 
to Port Victoria. 


Early on Thursday morning the vessel, still with the two "Junon" men aboard, 
tried to slip away but the attempt was easily foiled by the faster patrol boat. 
“Junon™ delivered its ward to the authorities here without further incident, 
docking at 6.30 p.m. on Thursday. 


While the territorial waters extend 12 miles from Seychellois soil, that is any 
of the islands, the EEZ waters start beyond the territorial limit. 
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Under the Maritime Zones Act of 1977, foreign ships have only the right of passage 
in Seychelles’ territorial waters, while the 1979 Foreign Fishing Vessels Regula- 
tions specify that no fishing licence issued to a foreign vessel is valid in 
territorial waters. 


Those breaking this regulation could be fined R. 75,000.-—-SAP 
Second Ship Arrested 
Victoria NATION in English 12 Jan 82 p 1 


[Text] A second South Korean vessel was escorted into Port Victoria late Sunday 
afternoon after being arrested for illegally fishing inside the country's terri- 
torial waters. This was the result of another joint air and sea operation by the 
Exclusive Economic Zone (EEZ) Control Unit, clearly showing the alertness and 
increasing efficiency of the planes and boats that safeguard the Republic's 
waters. 


The 409-ton “Dae Wang No 16" is a long-liner similar t> the "Haeng Bok No. 511" 
arrested off the African Banks a mere three days earlier. Both vessels had 
licences for fishing inside the EEZ only. As darkness crept in over the Port, 
the newcomer was secured alongside the “Haeng Bok" at Long Pier’s Tuna Quay. 


Meanwhile, a senior officer of the EEZ Control Unit based at the Long Pier, has 
pointed out that last week's two transgressions cf the country's fishing regula- 
tions were the first since the arrest of the Japanese long-liner, the “Sumi Maru,” 
in January last year. 


The “Dae Wang," owned by the Dae Wang Fishing Company of Seoul, Seuth Korea, was 
first sighted at 12.40 p.m. om Saturday by Captain Plows while on a routine patrol 
and supply trip to Marie Louise Island in the Mairitime Defender surveillance 
aircraft. The ship was nine miles from the island which is over 300 kilometres 
south west of Mahe and some 150 kilometres south of where the "Haeng Bok" was 
arrested. Capt. Plows noticed fish on the boat's deck while a passenger pointed 
out a buoy in the water. The Defender radioed for assistance and the patrol boat 
"Constant" was dispatched from Port Victoria to arrest the fishing boat. 


At 3 p.m. the vessel was sighted again, this time eight miles east of Poivre 
Island to the north. A radar fix was made of this position, again inside terri- 
torial waters, and the incident photographed. The Defender, keeping track of the 
ship, then guided the “Constant,” commanded by Capt. Mike Savy, to the "Dae Wang," 
before making a night landing at Desroches. 


By 11.10 p.m. the two vessels had made contact some 35 miles south of Desroches. 
Three armed guards from the “Constant” were put aboard the "Dae Wang," which took 
one-and-a-half hours to pull in its lines. si 


Under the constant guard of the patrol boat, the “Dae Wang" then sailed for Port 


Victoria which it reached at 5.30 p.m. the next day, Sunday. The crew of the 
“Haeng Bok" watched curiously as a similar ship was brought in to dock alongside. 
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The Chief Co-ordinator of the EEZ Control Unit explained that the arrest of two 
South Korean vessels in less than a week should not be taken out of context. At 
present, he continued, there were some 50 vessels, all South Korean, licenced to 
fish in Seychelles’ EEZ. The Control Unit's extensive daily patrois had estab- 
lished that up to now all the ships had been obeying the law. 


While fishing in territorial waters by foreign vessels is a relatively minor 
offence, it must be pointed out here that the potential rewards cf breaking this 
law if a big catch is made could outvalue the risk of being caught and having to 
pay the RK. 75,000 fine. Captain Choi Myang Soo of the "Dae Wang” told Seychelles 
Agence Press that his ship was carrying 45 tons of fish but did not say where 
they were caught.--SAP |
